| Despite that Finland formally 
arrayed herself beside Germany 
against Russia, the Russian army 
said there was no land action yes- 
'terday along the Russian-Finnish 
frontier. 

The wail of air raid alarms 
sounded repeatedly over Helsinki, 
Finland’s oft-bombed capital, and 
new showers ‘of Russian bombs 
fell on that city’s environs soon 
after President Risto Ryti told the 
Finns . they were at war again 
against Russia. But this time, he 
said, it was a defensive war and 
they were not alone as they were 
in the winter of 1939-40. 

German tactics now familiar to 
the world—to attempt to gain a 
foothold behind enemy lines by 
parachute troops—evoked an en- 
ergetic and prompt Red army an- 
swer, the war report indicated. 

Strong Resistance. 

“The strongest resistance” is 
meeting every German attempt to 
land parachute troops, the com- 
'munique declared. Local residents 
'are helping round them up and in 
/one instance in the Ukraine—fer-

It is a source of regret to the board 
of regents that our salary scale is so low 
that we cannot retain in Georgia some 
of our best professors Statistics com- 
piled by the registrar of the North Da- 
kota Agricultural College show that only 
five states in the union pay lower sal- 
aries to full professors than are paid in 
Georgia: only four states pay 
aries than are paid to associate profes- 
sors; only two states pay lower salaries 
than are paid to assistant professors, and 
‘only one state pays lower salaries than 
‘are paid to instructors. 

The board of regents realizes that 
Georgia’s finances are not in good condi- 
tion and is co-operating fully by employ- 
ing the best possible men for the money 
allocated: and we have been very fortu- 
nate in securing a large number of fine 
men who have come to us from other 
states, some in order to enjoy the ben- 
efits of climate, some who prefer our 
way of life and our traditions to those 
of other sections of the country, and 
some who recognize ovr problems and 
for the pure love of resultful teaching 
want to work in Gecrgia. 


By his economy program, Governor 
Talmadge is again performing an out- 
tanding service in taking care promptly 
of the state’s inherited deficits and espe- 
cially in paying the public school teachers 
their back _ salaries. Fortunately, the 
Board of Regents has not been a source 
of trouble to the Governor in this re- 
gard.

In a paper bag put 1 
cup flour, or 1-2 cup flour and

salt. Place a few pieces at a time 
in the bag and shake to coat. 


or oil to make about 1-2. inch. 
Place chicken in hot fat and 
brown on all sides, cooking at a 
moderate heat. Reduce heat, cov- 
er the pan and continue .cooking 
until chicken is tender. Frying at 
moderate heat, keeps the chicken 
moist, too fast frying will make 
it dry. 

Egg and Crumb Coating. 

To 1 cup fine dry bread crumbs 
or cracker crumbs add 1 table- 
spoon salt.

New Day Dawned.

A strong, 
dominant personality has suc- 
ceeded in keeping his supremacy 
almost absolute, but the job has 
become too wide-and complex for 


any one man to do, or even try. |

tent positions many men with a 
point of view entirely new on the 
political stage. 

The phrase “‘brain-truster” be- 
came a byword among those who 
sought to chase Mr. Roosevelt 
from office, and it’s true that 
some pretty shaky experiments 
were spawned in the early and 
desperate days of the New Deal.

EASTPORT, Maine, Wednesday.—A man in Brooklyn, N. Y., 
sends me a clipping containing a few words I had said about our 
responsibility, as a nation, to the world, and comments on it in a 

little rhyme about “looking out for number one, 
before anything has begun.” He. thinks we 
haven't “plenty to spare” and can’t “send it all 
over there.” 

It does seem to me that the gentleman misses 
the point. If we bend every effort now to 
produce necessary material help for those who 
are doing the fighting in a cause which we 
believe to be right, we may keep the war from 
our shores. If Great Britain, China and Russia 
lose, sooner or later we will have to fight. 

No matter how well prepared we are, 175,- 
000,000 people in this hemisphere will have 

ee quite a struggle; first on the economic side and 
eventually on the military side. 

We shall be pitted against 500,000,000 people in Europe and 
Japan, and heaven knows how many more if Russia is not able to 
hold out. I don’t want war, but I think that every effort we can 
put into production and military preparation to aid those fighting 
Hitler, is our best guarantee against war; and our only safety, should 
it come. 

Yesterday afternoon I went over to Lubec, Maine, to see my 
old friend, Dr. Bennet, who is now 90 years old. He is deeply 
troubled by the state of the world and kept repeating: “What has 
happened to the goodness in the world?” I think a good many of 
us would like to know the answer to that question. 

We went in to see Dr. Bennet’s son, who is also a doctor. and 
told him that there would be 30 young people in this house for five 
weeks. I think he may have to keep an eye on them now and then, 
and I reminded him of some of the escapades his father had pulled 
many of our people through in days gone by. 

In the evenings we read aloud from William Shirer’s “War 
Diary.” The book is a wonderful piece of vivid writing. It is 
extraordinary that he was able to do his work in Berlin, feeling as 
he did, and not get into serious trouble. It must have required 
an amount of self-control which very few of us possess.

Tons of Sulfa 


Grou p Drugs 


3,000 Tons of Aspirin 

Are Consumed in 
Year.

WASHINGTON, June 26.—The 
American people were dosed With 
more than 350 tons of sulfanila- 
mide and its related drugs—sulfa- 
pyridine and _ sulfathiazole — in 
1940. 

This, at least, was the output of 
American drug manufacturers to 
supply the current demand for 
# these’ medicines which have cut 
the death rate from pneumonia 
in half during the pats four years 
sand have removed magical reme- 
dies for many other hitherto fatal 
‘infections. 

The remarkable increase’ in 
their use—almost entirely on pre- 
Scriptions by physicians—is gath- 
ered from the United States Tar- 
iff Commission statistics on syn- 
thetic chemicals just issued. 

The production of sulfanilamide 
itself actually dropped nearly 170 
tons from 1939, the report shows, . 
but the decline was more than 
offset by similar drugs which are 
more effective in many conditions 
—sulfapyridine and sulfathiazole. 
Output of the former increased 
from about 27 to 40 tons and of 
the latter from zero to about 45 
tons. Both these products are 
considered particularly  suitaple 
for the treatment of pneumonia. 
The total sales amounted to close 
to $3,000,000 from an _ industry 
which was undreamed of a few 
years ago. 

An interesting revelation of the 
report is that more than 3,000 tons 
of acetylcalicylic acid — usually 
sold under the trade name of as- 

irin— were consumed in this 
entry in one year. 

Military Value. 

Much of the material in the 
Tariff Bureau, it is stressed in the 
report, cannot be published this 
year because of its possible mili- 
tary importance. However, it re- 
veals that the total sales of syn- 
thetic organic chemicals—some of 
which are vital war materials— 
increased 26 per cent over 1939, 
which had been the record year. |

Berlin dispatches indicate the 
propaganda line that Adolf Hit- 
ler has struck at Russia because 
he feared the Russians, in cahoots 
with the British, were preparing 
to attack him when, or if, he de- 
cidéd to invade England. That 
is ,his war with Russia is simpiy 
clearing his eastern skirts, so ‘to 
speak, in preparation for the drive 
on England, which will finish the 
war. 

Not Teamed With Britain. 

This is nonsense because, first- 
ly, as-no one knows better than 
Sir Stafford, the Russians were 
anything but in cahoots with Brit- 
ain, and secondly, the cardinal 
and basic policy of the Kremlin is 
to keep Russia out of the war. 

No, Hitler savaged his “friend” 
Joseph Stalin for three good rea- 
sons and one bad one. 

1. The German war machine 
can’t be allowed to rust in idle- 
ness. That mailed monster can’t 
swim the channel, and might sti- 
fle in the heat of Libya or Pal- 
estine. 

2. The illusion and “tempo” of 
victory must be maintained, lest 
the German people, and other 
peoples, grow restive. Not for- 
getting that German stores of food 
and oil, though supplemented by 
the loot of a continent, may be 
lower than Hitler admits. 

3. The Nazi leaders are growing 
daily more anxious about the 
speed and wolume of American 
aid to Britain. It is not only a 
question of planes and materials, 
but of the drop in tonnage sunk 
on the Atlantic as the result of 
the American patrol system which 
is already far more effective than 
the public knows. 

“IT Want Peace, Not War.” 

That brings me to _ Hitler’s 


fourth reason, which Prime Min- 


ister Winston Churchill shattered 
Sunday. I mean the chance, 
which I and many other observers 
had regarded as Hitler’s last hope, 
that he could grab the Ukraine 
and North Caucasus with their 
grain and oil dnd coal and iron, 
then turn and say to the world, 


|“T always want peace not war. I 


will restore what I took in the 
west and we can all be friends. I 
now have liebensraum in the east 
and I’ve done you all a service 
by smashing the horrid Bolshe- 
viks.” 

Hitler may have thought that 
his words would find an echo in 
London and perhaps in this coun- 
try. Churchill has undeceived 
him, and we may take for granted 
that Churchill did not pledge all 
possible support to the U. S. S. R. 


'—and meant it—without due con- 


sulation with Washington. 
However, there is one other pos- 
sibility, at which Churchill hint- 
ed. That Hitler now has an Alex- 
ander complex and dreams of con- 


'quering Asia, as well as Europe. 


He may think Stalin’s regime is 
no stronger than Alexander found 
the empire of Darius, that the 
Russian people, discouraged by 
the collective farm struggle which 
cost it so dear, by the “purge” 


‘and the continuous shortage of 


consumers’ goods, may cry, as the 
British did after Cromwell, “‘Let’s 
put the clock right back, and open 
the churches again and ‘ive back 
the land to the peasants, and have 
a Tsar again: not landlords, but a 
Tsar, and privaté production and 
trade.” 
Fauity Reasoning. 

I believe such reasoning is 
faulty, that whatever Stalin’s eme- 
nies, or the sorry crew of dis- 
gruntled former “fellow-travel- 
ers” may pretend, there will be no 
putting back of Russia’s clock. Yet 
Hitler may think he can do it, 
and Hitler has done a lot of 
things which I, and better men 
than I, believed to be impossible.

Corsairs of Courtland Street 

Recent introduction of a one-way traffic 
system onto some of our principal streets gave 
high hope that some portion of the city’s mad 
traffic jam might be obliterated. To the extent 
that this system has speeded the flow of traffic 
and thinned the congestion on the more popu- 
lar routes, the innovation has succeeded. 

But from this blessing has come a new 
evil, born in ignorance and nurtured on reck- 
lessness. This is the driver whose conception 
of a one-way street is that of a badminton 
court on which he is to play gleeful shuttle- 
cock from curb to curb. To him, the six-inch 
white stripes which mark the traffic lages are 
as irresistibly inviting as a national border to 
a Nazi. He must constantly be chasing across 
the lines, scampering about like a hungry 
rabbit to see the greener grass in the adjoining 
pasture. 

And there is his brother scourge, the driver 
who conceives the stripes as ribbons which he 
must roll directly beneath his radiator cap. 
Straddling the lines with the precision of a 
Johannsen-block maker, he chugs manfully 
along, stupidly disorganizing traffic in both 
lanes behind him. 

Too, there is their dumb cousin, the cross- 
handed driver who invariably charges down 
the lane opposite from the direction he in- 
tends to turn at the next corner, and then, 
when he approaches the intersection, either 
whips frantically across the entire street or 
comes to a dead halt while brakes behind him 
scream in mad agony. 

If traffic is to move swiftly, safely on one- 
way streets, these three brother rats of traffic 
—the Metronome, the Fence-Straddler, and the 
Crosseyes—must be taught better manners. 
There is one good way to teach them, and Judge 
Arnold is waiting with lesson number one.

Senator Burtom K. Wheeler, of Montana, 
has been proclaiming his loyalty far and wide 
across the country recently.

There is no corroboration, and no honest per- 
son will want any, that Wheeler is right. 
Nevertheless, he has made a dangerous mis- 
take. Perhaps the person who gave him the 
information he so freely divulges is the same 
who told the late Senator Borah there would 
be no war in Europe. 

Wheeler thinks he knows a lot more than 
the President, the cabinet, the armed services, 
the State Department and all others who make 
it their business to know what is going on in 
the world. He’s a genius who is going to be- 
come President in 1944 and kiss Adolf on the 
forehead and tell him all is forgiven. A little 
knowledge, a wise man once remarked, is a 
dangerous thing. Especially in the hands of a 
sophomoric senator like this. 


So numerous are federal employes in Wash- 
ington, their paydays are to be staggered. As 
for the little man who pays for all this, he, 
too, is reeling.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS AND KENNETH G. CRAWFORD. 
MAY DELAY VICTORY WASHINGTON, June 26.—If there 


has been a noticeable sigh of relief 
among government officials here over sudden shifting of the Euro- 
pean war center to Russia, the feeling is also general in military 
circles that, unless the Soviets surprise the world by standing the 
Germans off, the length of the war may be extended indefinitely— 
possibly five years or more—before an Allied victory may be en- 
visioned. That is the meaning of the statement by high adminis- 
tration officials that developments of the next four to six weeks will 
likely set the pattern of the war for at least the next two years. 
Competent military experts have already pointed out the stronger 
strategical position Germany would be in if she succeeded in bring- 
ing Russia to quick terms without severe damage to her own war 
machine. Taking over of the Ukraine, with its vast food supplies 
and vital oil reserves, would fortify Hitler with two of the most 
essential elements needed to overcome the British blockade and pro- 
long the war indefinitely.” From this standpoint the prospect of a 
ee victory over the Russians offers anything but encourage- 
ment. 

And even though the victory over Russia is incomplete it is the 
view of military men that the capture of the Ukraine and north 
Caucasus would open the way for Hitler to envelop the entire 
British position in the Middle East. On,the other hand, he would 
be able to threaten British control of India, while, on the other, he 
could cut off the Persian source of oil for the British fleet and other 
forces in the Middle East, moving on into Iraq, Syria and Palestine 
for an attack on the Suez Canal. 


RELIEVED TENSION Nevertheless, the fact that the German 

chancellor has engaged himself in these 
far-flung operations has been sufficient to relieve the tension that 
previously existed in Washington. It does not mean that the ad- 
ministration is in any way disposed to heed the new cry of isola- 
tionists that we may now relax our extensive defense efforts, but 
it does provide abreathing spell. 

Before the Russian attack was launched there was the constant 
threat of Hitler undertaking his long-awaited invasion of England, 
which offered possibilities of our immediate involvement through 
naval and air support of the British. So long as he is engaged with 
the Russians there seems little likelihood of this happening. It gives 
us more time to speed up defense production against the day when 
we may be drawn into the fight. 

There is another logical deduction in the same connection ad- 
vanced by some of our naval authorities with an eye on the Japa- 
nese situation. Unless it should become apparent that the Germans 
are in for a quick victory over the RusSians, there is little danger, 
these sources say, of the Japs moving against Singapore and the 
Dutch East Indies—a development that might involve us in the 
Pacific. Before taking such a step the Tokyo government, it is 
argued, may want to know which way the cat is jumping. It sug- 
gests a lessening of the tension in the Pacific no less than in the 
Atlantic. 


WANT EVEN WAR Although the Roosevelt administration, 


following the lead of Prime Minister 
Churchill, has committed itself to the aid of the Russians, there is 
no gainsaying the fact that nothing would suit Washington officials 
better than to sit back and watch Hitler and Stalin fight it out to 
a finish. 

The feeling is that an eventy matched, long-drawn-out war be- 
tween them would mark the end of both Naziism and Communism, 
the two chief ideologies that are more responsible for the present 
disturbed state of world affairs. «But concern over the situation 
grows out of the appraisal of military experts that the two forces 
are not evenly matched. The best available information points to 
superiority of Nazi forces and equipment, with no assurance that 
the Russians will be able to prevent at least a partial German 
victory. One thing is certain: Hitler and the German military com- 
mand would hardly have invited the disaster of a Russian war if 
they had not been confident of the superiority of the Nazi machine. 

No one knows the extent of Russian preparations in anticipation 
of the sudden German declaration of war, but looking back over 
events of the past several months it is impossible to see how Moscow 
might have been lulled into a feeling of false security because of 
the existence of the 10-year nonaggression pact between the two 
countries, signed with such great fanfare as a prelude to the be- 
ginning of the war two years ago. 


CHURCHILL KNEW British intelligence has had Hitler marked 
down for a move against Russia for some 
time. Prime Minister Churchill professed to know as much six 
months ago. The information formed an important part of the 
report,he gave Wendell L. Willkie and Harry Hopkins for relay to 
the President when the two Americans visited London early in 
the year. ; 
Also a prediction of the German move was made no more than 
a week before it started by Senator Walter F. George, chairman of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, who usually reflects State 
Department information. In an interview generally published at 
the time, he stated that the Germans would find it necessary to 
close the door of their eastern boundaries by a successful attack on 
Russia before they could launch the British invasion. No one 
dreamed that the war would start so soon then, if at all.
